| MORECAMBE, Engiand, Sept. 
30 (UP)—Aneurin Bevan’s left- 
wingers ousted Herbert Morrison, 
long No, 2 man in the labor party, 
and veteran Socialist Hugh Dal- 
ton from the party’s National Ex- 
ecutive Committee today in a 
stunning election upset. 

A stamping, cheering, almost 
uncontrollable party convention 
rocked the meeting hall on an- 
nouncement that followers of 
Bevan had captured all but one 
of seven seats allocated local 
party branches in the 27-man 
committee, 


The Bevanites, who did not con- 
test the seventh seat, had placed 
only four members on the previ- 
ous executive committee. 

Attlee Still in Control. 

The victory did not give Bevan 
leadership of the party, because 
the 20 other seats go to labor 
union leaders, women members 
and other affiliated groups. Al- 
most all these back the nominal 
party leader, former Prime Min- 
ister Clement R. Attlee. Bevan 
may be able to muster a vote of 
eight in the committee. 

The rank-and-file election of 
Bevanites to all but one of the 
popularly contested seats was a 
slap in the face for Attlee, who 
has bitterly fought Bevan’s de- 
mands for a cut in Britain’s re- 
armament program and a foreign 
policy more independent of the 
United States. 

It also gave Bevan another big 
boost toward achieving his ambi- 
tion of displacing Attlee as party 
leader and Prime Minister of any 
future Labor ernment. 

' News of Bevan’s victory sent 
the London stock market tumbl- 


ing. 
Shinwell Defeated Again, 

Attlee’s. discomfiture was in- 
creased by the failure of come- 
back attempts by two other of 
_ his loyal lieutenants. Former De- 
fense Minister Emanuel Shinwell 
and former Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Hugh Gaitskell, both of 
whom were deposed from the ex- 
ecutive Committee by Bevan- 
backed candidates last year, again 
were snowed under by the leftist 
vote. 

Bevan recaptured his seat with 
a big increase in his vote over 
last year. 

The two newcomers to the Na- 
tional Executive are Harold Wil- 
son, president of the Board of 
Trade in the former Attlee cab- 
inet, and newspaper columnist R. 
H. S. Crossman. The four other 
Bevanites already on the exec- 
utive who held their seats are 
Mrs. : Barbara Castle, Tom Dri- 
berg, Ian Mikardo and Bevan 
himself. 

The Bevanites stand for a cut- 
back in rearmament, a new ap- 
proach to Russia, admission of 
Red China to the United Nations, 
trade with the Communists, and 
more nationalization of British in- 
dustries. 

Blow for Attlee Forces. 

The defeat of Morrison was a 
particularly bitter blow for Att- 
lee. He long had been considered 
heir-apparent to Attlee as leader 
of the party and was generally re- 
garded as a master election strat- 
egist. Morrison served as Deputy 


Prime Minister, Lord President of | 


' Council, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and labor leader in Com- 
mons in various Attlee govern- 
‘ments. Dalton also was a for- 
mer Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The election left the Labor 
party split more severely than at 
any time since Ramsay MacDon- 
ald broke it in two by joining a 
coalition government in 1931. 
| However, Attlee refused to be 
'gwerved from the course he has 
followed since he assumed lead-

Eisenhower, the G.O.P. nomi- 
nee, said Stevenson knew this 
and that the Illinois governor was 
attempting to shift the blame for 
the “Washington mess” to the 
people. 

Making his third campaign trip 
to the south, Gen. Eisenhower 
was introduced on the State 
House steps by Democratic Gov. 
James F. Byrnes, of South Caro- 
lina. Byrnes had announced that 
he was supporting Eisenhower 
because Byrnes placed loyalty to 
country above party loyalty. 

Eisenhower said that “when we 
have won this election for Amer- 
fica—as we will win it—Washing- 
ton will have a new moral cli- 
mate, America will have a new 
sense of direction. oe 

In a round-up of his position 
on numerous issues, Eisenhower 
commented on civil rights, farm 
policy, the Korean war, loss of 
China to the Communists and 
corruption. 

Civil Rights Statement. | 
On civil rights, he told his 
Southern audiences: 

“We will move forward rapid- 
ly to make equality of opportun- 
ity a living fact for every Amer- 
ican. Wherever I have gone in 
this campaign, I have pledged the 
people of our country that, if 
‘elected, I will support the Consti- 
tution of the United States—the 


“And that means I will support 
and seek to strengthen and ex- 
tend to every American every 
right that that Constitution guar- 
antees.” 

Concerning the administration’s 
“total record,” Eisenhower turned 
his fire directly at Stevenson and 
gibed at the governor’s intel- 
lectual language. 

The general said Stevenson dis- 
covered on his campaign tours 
“that the failures of this admin- 
istration are too large to be con- 
cealed, that the public morals of 
this administration are too un- 
savory to be sweetened up, that 
the total record of this adminis- 
tration is too heavy a millstone 
for any candidate to bear,” 

Eisenhower said he was taking 
as his “text” two sentences from 
Stevenson’s recent Los Angeles 
speech.

Because of lack of time, Steven- 
son was forced to omit several 
sentences from his broadcast. One 
passage was: 

“If telling you the truth about 
the world as I see it should cause 
you to cast me down, and revile 
me, and with me the Democratic 
party, I should still tell you the 
truth ss I see it.

85-Ton Gun Demonstrat- 
ed, Can Roll Nimbly 
Across Fields Into Fir- 
ing Position in 20 Min- 
utes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (AP) 
—The Army has unveiled a new 
85-ton atomic gun and shown that 
it can roll nimbly across fields 
into position to fire. super-explo- 
Sive barrages within 20 minutes. 

It is the world’s first atomic 
artillery piece. 

The gun, which the Army calls 
an “all-purpose weapon,” was put 
through its paces at a special 
preview for photographers at the 
Aberdeen, (Md.), proving grounds 
recently. 

Ordnance experts have been 
trying out its mobility and firing 
capacity for months at the giant 
testing grounds, but standard am- 
munition was used rather than 
atomic rounds. 

The Army indicated that the 
weapon can use either atomic or 
standard rounds merely by chang- 
ing the type of missile. 

It did not say, however, wheth- 
er atomic charges had been tested 
in the gun. The indication was 
that they had not. 

Caliber About 11 Inches. 

The gun has a caliber of 280 
millimeters — approximately 11 
inches. This, in itself, discloses 
how compactly the Atomic Energy 
Commission scientists now are 
able to build atomic missiles which 
at one time could barely be crowd- 
ed into the bomb bay of a B-29. 

There was talk at the demon- 
stration of a 20-mile range for the 
gun. . 

This approximates the range for 
coastal defense and naval guns of 
somewhat similar caliber. 

Twenty miles would be a pract- 
ical distance for placing the gun 
sefely behind frfendly lines, firing 
over those lines and laying down 
an atomic barrage on enemy in- 
fantry and armor without endan- 
gering friendly troops from the 
blasts, heat or radiation. 

In the non-atomic demonstra- 
tion, at Aberdeen, conventional 
propellant charges of standard 
powder, in bags, were loaded be- 
hind an ordinary test projectile.’ 

The rate of fire seemed to be 
approximately that of any of the 
large caliber, non-automatic guns 
used by the Army and Navy. 

How the Gun Looks. 

This is how the “all-purpose 
weapon” looks to visitors: 

Its tube is almost 40 feet long, 
designed to stabilize the missile 
by a spinning motion, just like 
a standard gun. 

The elevation of its muzzft, or 
maximum range, appears also to 
be like that used in. a standard

Eisenhower’s advice that he 
saw no reason why Russia and 
the United States would not re- 
main “the closest possible friends” 
carried “great weight” and “did a 
great deal of harm,” Truman said. 

If Eisenhower had given “bet- 
ter advice in 1945,” Truman con- 
tinued, “we wouldn’t have had so 
much trouble in waking up the 
country to the danger of Com- 
munist imperialism in 1946 and 
1947 and 1948.” 

The President took a bit of the 
edge off the charge by stating 
that it was our prime hope after 
the war to live in peace with the 
Soyiet Union, but he added that 
Eisenhower should admit his mis- 
takes. 

Republican Reply. 

(At Washington, Republican na- 
tional headquarters quickly hit 
back by recalling that Truman 
had told a whistlestop crowd at 
Eugene, Ore., June 11, 1948: “I 
got very well acquainted with Joe 
Stalin and I like old Joe—he is a 
decent fellow.”

Truman chose a_ whistle-stop 
speech at Havre, Mont., to make 
another of the increasingly bitter 
attacks on the Republican presi- 
dential nominee in reply to Eisen- 
hower’s own charges of blunders 
by the Truman Administration in 
the field of foreign policy. 

The President, speaking from 
the rear platform of his campaign 
train special, praised Representa- 
tive Mike Mansfield, Democratic 
candidate for the Senate against 
Senator Ecton (Rep.) Montana, 
and the Democratic presidential 
candidate, Adlai Stevenson, for 
having known “that Communism 
was dangerous and that we had 
to take measures to stop it.” 

Truman said Eisenhower did 
not have such “wisdom and fore- 
sight.” 

“After the war, while he was 
still commanding general of our 
forces in Europe,” the President 
said, “he said he saw no reason 
why Russia and the United States 
would not remain the closest pos- 
sible friends.” 

Quotes Eisenhower in 1945. 

Truman quoted Eisenhower as 
having told a congressional com- 
mittee in November of 1945: 

“There is no one thing that 
guides the policy of Russia more 
today than to keep friendship with 
the United States.” 

Truman then went on to say of 
his own former Army chief of 
staff: 

“His foresight was not nearly 
as good as his hindsight. 

“Of course, we can all make 
mistakes, but the Republican can- 
didate was the commanding gen- 
eral in Europe and was in close 
contact with the Russians. His 
advice carried great weight and 
it therefore did a great deal of 
harm.” 

“I get tired of all the Repub- 
lican speeches and all their propa- 
ganda saying that the Republican 
party has been out in front 
against the danger of communism, 
It simply isn’t so.” 

Truman said that Mansfield, as 
a member of the United States 
delegation to the United Nations, 
“stood right up to the “Russian 
Vishinsky (foreign minister) and 
slugged it out with him and beat 
down a Russian attack on the 
foreign policy of the United 
States” in a debate last year that 
“won respect for Mike Mansfield 
throughout the world.”

It is 
a problem that perplexes every- 
one who holds major public re- 
sponsibility in either elective or 
appointive position. Iam glad that 
I have been of some help to a few 
of the people who have been of 
tireless help to mev*in the job of 
great difficulty to which I have 
given everything that is in me 
for the past four years. 

To attract and keep better peo- 
ple in state government is never 
easy. It has been my greatest 
satisfaction in Illinois. 

You will only get good gov- 
ernment from good people, but 
I have no brief for the means 
that I used except that I had 
no other. If it is wrong to give 
money to people in appointive 
jobs, which could not influence 
them, then it must be wrong to 
give_:noney to people running 
for elective office, which could 
influence them. Yet, we give 
political contributions to can- 
didates every day in the week. 

It is no simple question, but I 
hope I have not discouraged any- 
one from contributing to the 
Democratic party. However dis 
tasteful, public service makes you 
public property, and I have long 
felt that candidates for high 
office should make a full dis- 
closure of their personal finances 
so there can be no public mis- 
giving about their connections or. 
their independence... But it should 
be possible to do this through 
some confidential means without 
invading a man’s legitimate 
privacy. 

No such machinery being avail- 
able to me, I have made my in- 
come tax returns for the past 10 
year public, and Senator Spark- 
man, my running mate, will pro- 
vide similar information. Actual- 
ly, as few people seem to realize, 
President Truman proposed more 
than a year ago in a message to 
the Congress, that high officials in 
all branches of government 
should place on record each*year

Four Principal Issues. 


Stevenson told reporters he had 
assigned his staff to check his 
mail for two weeks and select 
four issues that appeared to be 
uppermost in the minds of those 
who have written to him.

ity” that he could be a key wit- 
ness at trials of “some of our 
former key government officials.” 

Costello, “prime minister of 
the underworld,” was expected 
to be called as a witness at the 
trial of Daniel A. Bolich, former 
No. 2 man in the Interna] Rev- 
enue Bureau, indicted Sept. 11 
on charges of income tax evasion. 
Senator Williams (Rep), Dele- 
ware, was told last summer that 
some tax returns, including those 
of Costello, were not handled 
properly by Bolich. 


Three other former top officials | 


of the Treasury Department are 
under investigation by a grand 
jury in New York and Senator 
Williams has indicated Costello 
may be called to testify against 
them. 

They are: Joseph D. Nunan Jr., 
former Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue; Carroll Mealey, former 
head of the Alcohol Tax Unit, 
and James B. E. Olson, former 
Alcohol Tax Unit supervisor in 
New York. 

In his letter Sept. 15 to Me- 
Granery, Senator Williams wrote: 
“Let us not deport him (Costello) 
until we have obtained satisfac- 
tory answers to the following 
questions:

Each Other’s Stand on Pensions 


Donnelly Criticizes Proposal for Flat Pay- 
ments — Elliott Says Democrats 
Foster Pauperism. 


The Donnelly-Elliott guberna- 
torial campaign was in full swing 
today after the rival candidates, 


in speeches last night, sharply at-' 


tacked each other’s stand on the 
Missouri old-age pension program. 

Former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
of Lebanon, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, opened his campaign at 
Bowling Green by declaring that 
the Republicans’ advocacy of flat 
pensions for the aged would con- 
flict with the federal law, which 
requires assistance payments be 
paid on the basis of need. 

His Republican opponent, State 
Representative Howard Elliott of 
St. Louis county, charged in a 


cratic concept of old-age assist- 
ance has had the effect of re- 
ducing our dependent aged to a 
status of paupers and almost beg- 
gars.” 
Cites Federal Law. 

Donnelly, getting away to a late 
start in his campaign of a second 
term, asserted that Missouri 
would not be eligible for federal 
old-age assistance grants if a sys- 
tem of flat monthly payments to 
the aged was established. He 
pointed out the federal law re- 
quires payments be made on the 
basis of actual need and that the 
state take in consideration the in- 
come and resources of the appli- 
cant, 

He charged his opponent, as a

voted against , appropriations f 
i poliatantn, ala: to depend 
ent children and for eleemosyn:ry 
institutions. 


Donnelly also lashed out against 
claims that the Republicans had 
inavgurated the old-age assistance 
program in the state in 1931. He 
said the initial action was a con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing 
assistance payments to persons 
over 70 years old, which was sub- 
mitted by a majority of De-:ro- 
crats in the 1931 Legislature. 

‘Nightmare’ to Aged. . 

Elliott, who has been actively 
campaigning for a month, called 
the Democratic administration of 
old-age assistance a: “nightmare” 
to the aged. 

“Only those completely without 
support are allowed the maximum 
of $50,” he said. “Who, in these 
times, no matter what his age, 
can support himself adequately 
on $50 a month?” 

The state’s pension plan, Elliott 
declared, must be “completely re- 
organized in the spirit and with 
the observance it was originally 
conceived” by the Republican 
state administration in 1931.

Roy Huggins Tells Congress 
| Committee He Quit Com- 
munists in 1947. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 30 (AP) 

—A screen writer who said he 
‘dropped out of the Communist 
party in 1947 yesterday named 19 
Hollywood figures he claimed 
‘were members with him. 
Roy Huggins was the first wit- 
ness called during a hearing by 
the congressional Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 

He said Celeste Strack and Al- 
bert Maltz, the latter one of the 
“Hollywood 10,” recruited him 
into party membership. The 
“Hollywood 10” refers to a group 
of screen writers and directors 
which refused to tell the same 
committee in 1947 whether they 
were or had been Communists. 

Others listed by Huggins were 
Robert Lees, Philip Stevenson and 
his wife, Janet; Ben Barzman and 
his wife, Norma; George Sklar, 


Guy Endore, Robert - Richards, 
Ann Morgan, Leslie Edgley, Val 
Burton, Murray Abowitz and his 
wife, Eleanor; Dr. and Mrs. How- 
ard Davis and Harry Carlisle. 

He also named Bernadette 
Doyle as. a party associate, and 
said she was a reader in political 
philosophy at the University of 
the City of Los Angeles. 

Huggins did not further identify 
them. 

Huggins said he is not now a 
member of the party. In his 
early testimony, Huggins. said he 
believed party membership at 
present would automatically con- 
stitute a subversive position. 

“It seems to me that today a 
person cannot be a loyal Ameri- 
can and a member of the Com- 
rmunist party,” he testified. 
“Sooner or later a member of the 
Communist party must take a 
stand with Soviet Russia against 
the United States.” 

While a member of the party, 
he said he belonged first to a 
writers’ cell and later to a semi- 
professional cell. 

Following the _ re-constituting 
of the Comintern by Soviet Rus- 
sia in 1947, Huggins said, he felt 
Russia was not the hope of the 
world but an imperialistic power. 
He left the party at this time. 

“Instead of becoming more 
democratic, Russia was becoming 


more dictatorial,” he said.

F-86 Sabre jets swept into 
North Korea and closed out a 
record-shattering month by dam- 
aging one Russian-made MIG-15. 

The Air Force, after a study 
of gun camera film, also added 
three damage claims for Sunday. 
The September totals thus stand 
at 61 MIGs destroyed, seven prob- 
ably destroyed and 59 damaged. 
The previous one-month record 
of 44 destroyed was set in April. 

Record Enemy Barrage. 

In the ground fighting yester- 
day the Communists powered 
their assaults with the heaviest 
Red artillery barrage of the war. 

Savage fighting also flared on 
the western front. United Nations 
infantrymen slugged their way to 
the top of Big Nori but lost the 
high ground to counter-attacking 
Chinese in pre-dawn darkness. 
Greek troops were driven from 
the peak Sunday when U.N. 
planes accidentally bombed them 
during a Chinese attack.

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Higher Rates for County Water 
Since the St. Louis County Water Co. has not 
had a rate increase for 17 years, the Public 

Service Commission’s decision to grant it about 
half of what it asked will not seem too un- 
reasonable, 

By comparison with city rates, however, the 
cost of county water was by no means low under 
the old schedule. As customers pay new rates 
which will add 16 per cent or more to their 
water bills, they are going to demand, and will 
be entitled to demand, a far higher standard of 
service than they have been receiving. 


Last summer’s water shortage in the county 
reflected a combination of various factors, but 
when all of the excuses had been made the 
basic fact was that the company had failed to 
keep up with the county’s growth. The public 
is now assured that such a shortage will not 
occur again, that the company’s $7,750,000 ex- 
pansion program is proceeding rapidly enough 
to keep ahead of future demands. 


We hope so. But we have some slight mis- 
givings when we note that the new 36-inch main 
between the Hog Hollow plant and Lindbergh 
boulevard is now scheduled for completion by 
next April. Last June, in the midst of the water 
shortage, the company in a public statement 
indicated that the main would be completed 
by August. 


Originally it was to have been in service last . 


May. Eleven months’ delay in this vital piece of 
work seems to us rather serious. The company 
will be wise to see to it that its construction 


program moves rapidly henceforth, for the 


public will-mot take kindly to another emergency 
next summer. 


On Gandhi’s Birthday 

The eighty-third anniversary of Mahatma 
Gandhi’s birth falls on Thursday, and in India it 
will be marked by the start of 55 community 
development projects designed to help raise one 
of the world’s most wretched living standards. 

Americans will have a share in the projects, 
but only a share. The program will cost some 
$30,000,000 and 90 per cent of this will be pro- 
vided by the Government of India itself. This 
country will contribute the remaining 10 per 
cent, It will be money well spent. 

In broad outline, each of the 55 projects will 
cover about 300 villages with a total population 
of 200,000 persons per project. Although the ac- 
tivities scheduled for each project will vary in 
accordance with the needs of the particular area, 
improvements in agriculture and allied fields 
will be the principal object éverywhere. 

Virgin land will be opened up and waste land 
reclaimed. Training in imppoved agricultural 
techniques will be offered. Irrigation facilities 
will be improved, breeding centers for animal 
husbandry will be established, inland fisheries 
will be developed and so on. The aim is food 
and more food for a land 
well the haunting specter of famine. 

But what would ably please 
is that in each project the smallest and most im-

portant administrative unit will be the village.

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Three New Truce Proposals 

Senator Jenner has been telling the people of 
Indiana that the Administration fs about to pull 
off a clever trick—a truce in Korea. He warns 
that the truce will be achieved just in time for 
the election. . 

The Senator has not distinguished himself as 
a seer, but many Americans will hope that for 
once he is right. If the Administration does 
achieve a truce, however, it can hardly be 
classified as an election-campaign triumph, for 


. the truce negotiations have been going on now 


for more than a year, without much co-operation 
either from the Communists or from the ex- 
tremists like Senator Jenner who have been 
agitating for a bigger war in Asia instead. 

Unfortunately the Communists have given no 
sign of changing their attitude in the face of 
three alternative proposals for settling the pris- 
oner dispute offered by the United Nations com- 
mand. The Communist negotiators say they can 
find “nothing new” in the proposals. That is 
true, in the sense that the U.N. command still 
declines to give up the principle that no pris- 
oners shall be repatriated against their will. 
Yet this is a principle which cannot honorably 
be abandoned. 

If the Communists want a truce which recog- 
nizes that principle, they now have a choice of 
three ways of carrying it out. They have long 
contended that the U.N. command is faking the 
reports of large numbers of Communist prison- 
ers who decline repatriation. They are now 
invited to verify each case themselves, to let a 
neutral party verify it after the prisoners have 
been released from military control, or to per- 
mit the individual prisoner to make his own 
free and public choice. 

We do not see how the U.N. command could 
go much further in demonstrating that there 
has been no rigging of the returns on the wishes 
of prisoners now in U.N. hands. But it still 
insists on respecting the wishes of those pris- 
oners, and it can justly do nothing else. If the 
Communists accept—which so far seems un- 
likely—it will not be because the Administra- 
tion wants a truce for the election, but because 
the Communists have finally decided that they 
want a truce and cannot obtain one any other 
way. 
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Apologist. in Morocco 

Are the military and civilian builders of air 
bases in Morocco more to be pitied than cen- 
sured? The House Appropriations subcommittee 
now comes forth and says that criticism is 
largely based on “a fragmentary record,” con- 
taining half-truths of the sort which emphasize 
faults and minimize difficulties and accom- 
plishments. 

Strangely enough, the House subcommittee’s 
defense of the big construction job is fragmen- 
tary, containing half-truths of the sort which 
emphasize difficulties and accomplishments and 
minimize faults. 

The House subcommittee blames the Air Force 
for indecision, for which it is certainly to be 
blamed and has been blamed by the Senate 
Armed Services Preparedness subcommittee. 

The House group also blames the Bureau of 
the Budget for what it says was interference, 
though strong documentation would be needed 
to make that charge stick. The principal cause 
for complaint with respect to the Bureau of the 
Budget in general has been that it does not 
enjoy enough influence in the executive oper- 
ation. 

But the House subcommittee does not explain 
how Air Force indecision, or Budget Bureau 
interference, or both, could have caused the 
contractors to ignore specifications and sound 
engineering practices, created collusion between 
buyers and sellers to overcharge the Govern- 
ment, padded payrolls, and brought about the 
other abuses which have been sworn to in testi- 
mony before the Senate subcommittee. 

The defense which the House group offers 
is about as unsatisfactory as the offense for 
which it makes itself an apologist.

But 
one man mentioned ih it—the name was 
Paul—was notoriously given to exclama- 
tions. He always carried around a sack- 
ful of them and sprinkled them generously 
over his pages. Sometimes he ran short 
of grammar, but he never ran short of 
exclamations. For instance, “O, the depth 
of the riches and wisdom and knowledge 
of God!” He needed that extra key that 
I am clamoring for (exclamation point!).

Raw Chronicle of Adventure 


THE JUNGLE AND THE DAMNED, by Hassoldt Davis. 

(Littie, Brown & Co., 306 pgs., $4.50.) 

Hassoldt Davis has written a vivacious 
and bizarre chronicle of his recent explora- 
tions and adventures in French Guiana. 
Backed by the French Government, 
UNESCO and the New York Botanical 
Garden, Davis and his wife spent their 
honeymoon on the famous penal islands 
off Cayenne, trekked 300 miles up the 
hazardous Maroni river and fought the 
jungle all the way to the Tumac Humac 
mountains of the Brazilian border. 


First stop was at the penal settlement, 
Devil’s Island, a greatly overrated place, 
according to Davis. Davis writes that con- 
victs who escaped from one or another 
of the many’ camps in French Guiana 
always boasted that they came from Devil’s 
Island since Capt. Dreyfus had made its 
name known all over the world. He as- 
serts: “Devil’s Island itself never had a 
murderer—or a visiting journalist—on it. 
It was a soft asylum for traitor and po- 
liticos.”

dians hired to row the canoes, the pitiful 
lepers living out their miserable lives in 
the huts of Gandel-Natianingi, the stinking 
Boni Indian village of Cottica, and other 
things—mostly on the seamy side. 

The photographs taken by Mrs, Davis 
deserve more praise than do the para- 
graphs of her husband. For composition, 
beauty and realism, the four photographs 
of natives poling up the Maroni - 
larly the one of the Poligodou F 
hard to beat. The picture of the Roucou- 
yennes applying a wasp mat to the chest 
of an Indian whose courage is to be tested 
lends credence to Davis’ account of the 
lengthy torture. 

Altogether, the book is vivid and lively 
and, with saltcellar at hand, it should af- 


anyone whose stomach is not weak.

Prviring creation of a man 

who wanted to make a golf 
course after the image of those 
in Scotland, raises the sporting 
blood of golfers. 


Now and then a St. Louisan 
tests his strokes on that sandy 
stretch that looks, in aerial 
films, like some desolate waste- 
land where one might lose his 
way and never get out. 


And, now and then, someone 
has a good score in a first as- 
sault on this remarkably de- 
vised test of golf—like the 75 
shot by Hord W. Hardin some 
time ago. (But Hardin himself 
admits that perhaps he’d best 
not go back and try it again.) 


More likely, the experience 
will be that of our Mr. Bill 
McGoogan, intrepid sports writ- 
er who grabbed an opportunity 
to play Pine Valley while in 
the East for the Walcott-Mar- 
ciano fight. 


The story is best told in his 
own words, for it’s the experi- 
ence of an 85 shooter on a 
course which is so rugged in 
terrain that no tournaments are 
played there. 

Here’s Bill’s report: 

“Pine Valley is situated in 
New Jersey near the town of 
Clementon, which is about 45 
minutes by automobile from 
Philadelphia. It was the dream 
of George Crump to build a 
golf course resembling as near- 
ly as possible those in Scotland. 
He carved it out of a pine for- 
est, imported Scotch thistle and 
did everything within his power | 


to make what turned out to be | 


the sportiest course 
world. 

“You have heard of Pine | 
Valley from magazine and news- | 
paper articles and from those | 
who have attempted to equalits | 
par of 70 for its 6466 yards of 
golf toughness. You have heard 
how they’ll bet the average 
amateur that he can’t break a 
hundred on his first time 
around and the pros that they 
can’t beat 90. 

“Well, it’s rough, Robert, 
mighty rough. Take it from one 
who took a shot at it only last 
week. But it provides a thrill 
such as you can hardly imagine 
getting in golf.

Ernest Truex Thus Got Early Start on Career; Opens at Empress Tonight

RNEST TRUEX, 
Finis acting career as 5-year-old 

Hamlet in Shakespeare’s trag- 
edy of the doleful Dane, has spent 
most of his 57 years since then 
making people laugh. But the 
mild-mannered Missourian with 
the pale blue eyes is a little sad- 
dened by today’s lack of laughter, 
not only on the stage, but through- 
out the world. 

“We haven’t forgotten how to 
laugh,” said the veteran actor, 
“but I’m afraid that good farce 
writing and acting are becoming

And it was while he was 
here that he received a telegram 
asking him to come to Hollywood 
for his first West Coast movie, a 
screen presentation ofsthe same 
play.

he has appeared—the stage has 
always been his favorite. 

“I never felt quite like giving 
up the stage for the screen,” he 
said. “I could never get used to 
the idea of doing a scene from 
the end of the show before the 
beginning, and acting out only a 
small portion of the story at 
once.”

Spoiling the Child

“W E mustn’t spoil him,” parents all over the world are 
constantly warning themselves and each other. 
“You mustn’t give in to him or it will spoil him.” 

Or, “No, we never let him have his way or he'll be spoilt.” 
Or, “We never pick him up when he cries because we realize 
it would spoil him.” 

And up to a point they are right. There is practically 
a worse, from everybody’s point of view, than a spoiled 
child. 


But just how easily is the average child spoiled? 
what does spoiling consist of?

SOME PARENTS FEAR that if they give in to a child in , 


any way, if they make things easy for him or let him have 
the things he wants or let him do the things he likes to, he 
will be spoiled. Others believe that if -hey show him affection, 
if they praise him often, if they give him a good opinion of 
himself, they will spoil him. 

In our opinion, all of these things just mentioned are 
perfectly safe to do, within reason. In fact, in our opinion 
and in our experience, the parent who is alert to the danger 
of spoiling is seldom the one who spoils. 

The parents who bring up the most spoiJed children are 
seldom aware that they are spoiling, and, in fact, apparently 
seldom give any thought to the whole subject. They are often 
spoiled and undisciplined individuals themselves. 

Well, all right, what do you think spoiling consists of— 
you may ask. 

* 

IT IS CHIEFLY THIS: Giving in to a child, reversing 
your command or direction or refusal, simply because he 
howls or objects or resists or refuses to obey you. You Say, 
“No, you cannot go over to Georgie’s,” or “No, you can’t have 
any more candy,” or “No, you cannot have a new dress.” And 
then he or she cries or fusses and you give in and say, “All 
right.” That is spoiling. 

So he gradually learns that he can get his own way simply 
by refusing to take “No” for an answer. And he will soon 
thus manage to get his own way, right or wrong, all the time. 
This is the spoiled child. 

But for a parent to moderate his demands in the first 
place, because he realizes that his child is strong-willed or 
immature, or on some particular occasion desperately anxious 
to do something or not do something special—that usually is 


not spoiling. 

To make relatively few demands and to show much af- 
child will in all probability not spoil him, provided you are 
consistent within reason in your discipline and handling. And 
let him have his own way every time he cries for something.

OUTH felt that he couldn’t do 
S: thing about the bad club 

break in the following hand— 
but he was wrong. 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 

South West North East 
2% 24 Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 

As South said mournfully after 
the hand was over, he had been 
deliberately conservative in the 
bidding. In view of the outcome, 
however, he wasn’t conservative 
enough! 

West opened the heart king. 
South won, led a low trump to 
the king and captured LEast’s 
trump queen on the next round, 
then led his singleton diamond 
toward the board. He could not 
be blamed for guessing wrong 
when West played a low diamond 
—the fact that West had over- 
called, vulnerable, made it look 
as though he had the ace. Ac- 
tually, of course, East took dum- 
my’s king and returned a heart. 
West won and laid down the dia- 
mond queen, which South ruffed. 

South had lost two tricks and 
could well afford to lose another, 
but when he cashed his top clubs 
and West showed out, South dis- 
gustedly concluded that he was 
in a hopeless position—that he 
would have to give East two club 
tricks. When he led a low club, 
this was a valid conclusion, and 
the contract was lost. 

How extremely simple it would 
have been for South, after seeing 
the club situation, to enter dum- 
my with a trump and return the 
heart, discarding a club and giv- 
ing West the trick! Then South 
could easily get rid of his last 
club on West’s return of a red 
card, which dummy of course, 
would ruff.

“Partner opened with one 
spade, next hand bid two dia- 
monds, and I held: 


&Q 

“What was my right bid?” 

Answer: A jump to three spadcs 
is the least of evils. True, this 
double raise usually requires and 
announces at least four-card 
trump support, but any other call 
is either more misleading or more 
dangerous. Two spades, even as 
a free raise, does not do justice 
to the hand. - :
